ed to the Hope Memorial uuy service 
as a leading candidate for the United 
States senate, of noted Confederate 
anccslory.

Robert Cartwright and Thco Potter, 
were the only persons in the lobby of 
(he hotel when the two bandits en- 
tered, one coming in the front door 
and the other through a £ide en- 
trance. 


The night clerk said he first no- 


ticed the two men when one of thorn 
approached him at the cigar counter 
and asked if he might register for a 
room. Answering in the affirmative, 
Smith turned to go back to the regis- 
tration desk but was halted by a pis- 
ton in the hands of the bandit. 


Smith quoted the man as saying, 


"Naw, I don't want a room, this is 
a stiekup." 


Meanwhile, the other man had ap- 


proached the two bell boys and forc- 
ed them through the door of the ball- 
room which is directly in the rear of 
the clerk's office. 


After forcing him to hand over tho 


contents of the cash register, Smith 
said the two men then demanded to 
know where "the rest of the money 
wa:.'."

period April 23 to 29 declined about 
o-16c to 5-16c compared with quota- 
tions April 22. 


On April 29 quotations for futures 


contracts reached the lowest point of 
the season so far but those for spot 
cotton were about 64 points 
higher 


than those of October 5, 1931, or the 
lowest point of the season .so far for 
spot cotton. 


Domestic and foreign demand for 


spot cotton was stated as indifferent. 
On the other hand, holders were al- 
so indifferent sellers excepting at their 
asking basis which at present is high- 
er than at any time during the pres- 
ent season. 


Such inquiries that appeared in the 


market were largely centered on the 
medium white grades in the lengths 
7-8 inch and 15-16 inch. 


According to the Weather Bureau 


during the past week cotton planting 
made steady progress and has begun 
well to the north. 


There is some complaint of slow and 


uncertain germination in some cast 
Gull districts because of dryness but 
ir. the Atlantic states the outlook is 
generally favorable. Chopping

Mr. Hurley to notify Sheriff J. S. 
Johnson of Harrison that he desired 
to surrender. The Boone county of- 
ficer arrived in the afternoon and 
served the warrants, requiring a bond 
of $750 on each count. Arrangements 
for the bond already had been made. 


Hudspeth refused to discuss his dif- 


ficulties, nor would he reveal where 
he went when he was reported to have 
fled the state last September. He is 
in poor health, he said, and has spent 
much of the time since leaving Har- 
rison in hospitals. It had been report- 
ed several weeks ago that Hudspeth 
had returned to the state and was at 
the home of friends or relatives in 
northwfest Arkansas. His surrender 
was not unexpected. 


Hudspeth was indicted by the Boone 


county grand jury last January on 
two charges of embezzlement and one 
of accepting deposits in an insolvent 
bank.

MEMPHIS. Tenn.— (#)-* Denouncing 


the Federal Farm Board and allied 
agencies as "useless, harmful and cost- 
ly nostrums," the. American Cotton 
Shippers' Association agreed Friday. 
that "organized tax payers and citizens 
generally, desire the elimination of all 
such- functions of government." 


A report of the Economics Commit-. 


tee saying thai the only issue is "Shall 
the federal government . be permitted 
to waste hundreds of millions of the 
taxpayers' mcney and utilize to • the 
full the . legislative powers of Con- 
gress .in .futile attempts. to set natural 
trends aside," was adopted. 


The report was addressed to the 


president, members of Congress, gov- 
ernors, legislatures, bankers and trade 
bodies,- and; recites that the "basic, 
need of the cotton producers is mar- 
ket outlets, not impounding and not 
experimentation with Immutable eco- 
nomic laws." 


"The Federal Farm Board and its 


policies," the report says, "are the 
most obvious of unwise government 
Imposed obstacles to wholesome en- 
terprise. and ' of futile and unwise, 
waste of tax revenues." 


D. \V. Brooks of Memphis, associa- 


tion president, described the Farm 
Board as the "Frankenstein" of the 
agricultural marketing act, and said 
the Hawley-Strioot tariff "has result- 
ed 'in the creation of trade barriers 
inimical to the interest of the Ameri- 
can cotton farmer. 


Brooks said Russia today "is a po- 


tential market for thousands of bales 
of American cotton when and if the 
channels of trade are cleared in thnt 
direction." Deploring what he de- 
scribed ns "the political domination 
of the entire co-operative movement," 
Brooks said the fight. against "this un- 
wise legislation" is the ' fight of the 
cotton farmer," whose standard of liv- 
ing, has been reduced to that of a mere 
existence while his lands and other 
possessions arc rapidly passing into 
the. hands of his mortgage holder." 


Another speaker, W. L. Clayton of 


Houston, Tex., nationally known cot- 
ton man, charged that the tariff and 
its "legitimate progrkm," the agricul- 
tural marketing act and the Farm 
Board, were the joint causes oi a 08 
per cent shrinkage in American ex- 
ports for the first three months of 
J932 as lompaced .with the same period 
in 1929.

Thus wrote Washington to one of 


London's earliest tobacco companies. 
Even in his youth Washington was 
one of the most important tobacco 
growers in America. Fifty hogsheads, 
Tobacco Topic, published by Liggett 
& Meyers Tobacco Company, points 
out, was then a lot of tobacco for one 
planter to export.

In November 1759, Washington had 


been married to the widow Custic for 
eleven months, and had settled down 
at Mount Vernon to devote 
himself 


to agrarian pursuits for the next 15 
yearn. Although only 27 years old he 
had behind him his surveying experi- 
ences, his military apprenticeship in 
the French and Indian wars, and many 
desperate encounters with the French 
and the Indians. 


Washington smoked most of his life. 


That he also used snuff, along with 
with other eminent men of his time, 
is indicated by his ordering on Sep- 
tember 20th, 1759, "three pounds of 
the best Scotch snuff" from Robert 
Carey and Co., London. 


Frcm 1752, when he inherited Mount 


Vernon on the death of his brother, 
until his death, George Washington 
was a considerable factor in the Vir- 
ginia tobacco business. The demand 
for Virginia tobacco in Europe was 
one of ihe trade's chief stimulants.
